He ran 
into some small brush in a gulch, and 
was soon surrounded by twenty-five 
men. They fired about 100 shots into 
the Indian’s hiding place, and imagin- 
that, they nad killed him. Some 
of the party volunteered to go into the 
brush and hunt him up—a Mr, Brown, 
of Deadwood, taking the lead—and 
peparating the brush in front of him 
with his rifle. He advanced to within 
ten feet of the Indian and still could 
not see him, when the Indian fired 
and shot Brown through the heart. 
The Indian reloaded, shut the next 
man in front, and then gave a war 
bret The white men retreated and 
were forcéd to leave, after throwing 
rocks, vie, eer and trying all kinds 
of plans to kill or drive the redskin out 
of hie hiding place, it being dark and 
rainy. Soone Indian repulsed twenty- 
eight white men, and worse still, killed 
two of the party, robbed the corpses 
of about $500 in money, « gold watcli’

PEACE OR WAR? 


Russia has builied Turkey into grant 
ing an armistice that extends to the 
new year. She did it none too, soon. 
for the Turks were in a fair way to an- 
nihilate the Servian army with all ite 
Russian reinforcements. The Servian 
army was in fact pretty effectually used 
up, One position after another was 
taken until they became thoroughly 
demoralized. All through the campaign 
the Turks displayed good staying qual- 
ities and adniirable leadership, while 
the Servians lost all the soldierly 
reputation they everhad. Nothing but 
Russian intervention or an armistice 
—another name for the same thing— 
could save Belgrade from the conquer- 
ing Mussulman ; nothing but an armi- 
stice could save the porte from imme- 
diate war with Russia. And so it was 
granted. 

The armistice looks, of course, toa 
conference of the powers for the pur- 
pose of naming the terms of a perma- 
nent peace. Itis diplomacy’s turn now, 
and there is a chance that war between 
Tarkey and Russia may be averted. 
The whole eastern question will now 
come up, England demanding aiter a 
fashion the integrity of the Ottoman 
empire, and Russia demanding at least 
the right to protect'the Christian sub- 
jects of the sultan. Russia may demand 
much more than this. She will at least 
demand the right to enforce the laws 
for the protection of the Sclavic people 
of Turkey. If she stops at this point it 
is more than likely that England wil 
not stand in the way of peace, and that 
grim-visaged war will smooth her wrin- 
kied front in the east. The chances are 
now in favor of peace. 

We hope the associated press will 
give usthe benefit of the armistice by 
suspending its daily allowance of un- 
pronounceable names and contradicto- 
ry rumors. We have had asurfeit. We 
have no desire to wade through a col- 
umn of speculations on even the atti- 
tude of the different powers as to the 
coming conference. Let the armistice 
extend to the wires, which can’ be 
much more profitably employed in the 
transportation of news of a domestic 
nature.

PEACE OR WAR? 


Russia has builied Turkey into grant 
ing an armistice that extends to the 
new year. She did it none too, soon. 
for the Turks were in a fair way to an- 
nihilate the Servian army with all ite 
Russian reinforcements. The Servian 
army was in fact pretty effectually used 
up, One position after another was 
taken until they became thoroughly 
demoralized. All through the campaign 
the Turks displayed good staying qual- 
ities and admirable leadership, while 
the Servians lost all the soldierly 
reputation they everhad. Nothing but 
Russian intervention or an armistice 
—another name for the same thing— 
could save Belgrade from the conquer- 
ing Mussulman ; nothing but an armi- 
stice could save the porte from imme- 
diate war with Russia. And so it was 
granted. 

The armistice looks, of course, toa 
conference of the powers for the pur- 
pose of naming the terms of a perma- 
nent peace. It is diplomacy’s turn now, 
and there is a chance that war between 
Turkey and Russia may be averted. 
The whole eastern question will now 
come up, England demanding alter a 
fashion the integrity of the Ottoman 
empire, and Russia demanding at least 
the right to protect 'the Christian sub- 
jects of the sultan. Russia may demand 
much more than this. She will at least 
demand the right toenforce the laws 
for the protection of the Sclavic people 
of Turkey. If she stops at this point it 
ig more than likely that England wi)! 
not stand in the way of peace, and that 
grim-visaged war will smooth her wrin- 
kled front in the east. The chances are 
now in favor of peace. 

We hope the associated press will 
give usthe benefit of the armistice by 
suspending its daily allowance of un- 
pronounceable names and contradicto- 
ry rumors. We have had a surfeit. We 
have no desire to wade through a col- 
umn of speculations on even the atti- 
tude of the different powers as to the 
coming conference. Let the armistice 
extend to the wires, which can be 
much more profitably employed in the 
transportation of news of a domestic 
nature.
